An in vitro method for transdifferentiating mesenchymal stem cells into neuronal cells, which 
comprises increasing the level of a basic helix-loop-helix (bHLH) transcription factor in the 
mesenchymal stem cells by transducing a nucleic acid sequence encoding the bHLH 
transcription factor and adding 5-aza deoxycitidin and then forskolin, to the mesenchymal stem 
cells. 

Claim 2 has been rewritten as follows: 

The method of claim 1 , wherein the bHLH transcription factor is selected from the group 
consisting of neurogenin 1, neurogenin 2, neuro Dl, MASHl, MATH3, E47 or a mixture 
thereof. 

Claim 4 has been rewritten as follows: 

The method of claim 1, wherein the step of transducing the bHLH transcription factor into the 
mesenchymal stem cells is conducted by transducing the mesenchymal stem cells with a viral 
vector encoding the bHLH transcription factor. 

Claim 6 has been rewritten as follows: 

The method of claim 1, wherein the forskolin is added in an amount of 10 to 30 p,mol/l and the 5- 
aza-deoxycitidin is added in an amount of 5 to 30 ^mol/1.
